One crewman was wounded

Ground fighting continued in 


a lull with only small clashes 
reported, but the U.S. Com- 
mand said helicopter gunships 
killed 24 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong in the Mekong delta 
140 miles southwest of Saigon. 


U.S. B52 heavy bombers were 


again diverted to targets in 
Laos and Cambodia because of 
the low level of fighting in 
South Vietnam. The big Strato- 
fortresses hammered the Ho 
Chi Minh trail in eastern Laos 
and storage depots in eastern 
Cambodia.

North Vietnamese positions in 
Cambodia and in the southern 
half of the demilitarized zone 
between North and South Viet- 
nam, the U.S. Command said.

Gandhi considers that Ameri- 
can backing for Pakistan, in 
the name of political leverage, 
is delaying a political settle- 
ment of the East Bengal crisis. 


If it goes on unchanged she is 


convinced, according to Indian 
informants, the steady drift to- 
ward another Pakistan-Indian 
war will gather momentum. 


Mrs. Gandhi is on a tour of 


Western capitals. She already 
has visited Vienna and Brus- 
sels, and from London she will 
go to Washington, Paris and 
Bonn.

Nixon will respond favorably to 
her call for an examination in 
depth of Indian-American rela- 
tions with a view to revising 
their basis.

On Economic Scene 
Foreign Trade Has 
Improved for U.S.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


economic steps taken by Presi- 
dent Nixon to improve Amer- 
ica's foreign trade are having 
their hoped-for effect. 


American exports are higher 


and imports lower despite a 
general 
slowdown in 
inter- 


national trade. 


With Phase 1 of the economic 


policy coming to a close, here 
are its trade effects: 


—The United States is selling 


more overseas than it is buy- 
ing. However, with war and 
other expenses, it is still spend- 
ing more than it earns. 


—Foreigners are increasing 


their investment in America. 


—Farmers are finding less 


competition 
from 
imported 


meat. 


—Machinery builders are in- 


creasing sales at home as well 
as abroad. 


These advantages have been 


gained at the expense of other 
countries. A "worrying slow- 
down" in international com- 
merce is hurting 
European 


countries and Japan. Their ex- 
port volume is down and their 
unemployment is growing. 


This is not entirely due to the 


world 
recession, 
which 
has 


been incubating for months. 
But a lot of it, in the words of 
London banker Frederic See- 
bohm, is due "to a heavy re- 
duction of international trade 
which is happening now and is 
very worrying." 


The United States' apparent 


immunity to the worst of this is 
proven by last week's trade fig- 
ures which showed it sold a 


quarter billion dollars 
more 


than it bought in September. 
Some of the big gain in ex- 
ports—$4.51 billion compared to 
$3.68 billion in August—was due 
to a hasty shipment of goods 
before the dock strike started. 


However, in general the float- 


ing exchange rates and the 10 
per cent extra duty on imports 
seems to be having the effect 
President Nixon expected when 
he put them in Aug. 15. The 
float reduced the cost of Ameri- 
can goods sold overseas. 


For 
instance, 
the 
United 


States is selling more machin- 
ery abroad. Industry Week, a 
Cleveland magazine, quotes one 
exporter as saying his prices 
now are 10 per cent below com- 
parable European and Japa- 
nese products. "Early returns 
on exports are good news," the 
magazine commented.

eruption and deferment hear-; 
ings designed to enable a young : 
man to make "a fair represen- \ 
tation of his claim" without-; 
permitting protesters to clog up; 
the system, draft officials said.; 


The new draft law requires: 


that the rules be published in; 
the Federal Register 30 days' 
before they go into effect toj 
permit comments or sugges- 
tions.

Unless they ask for special 


classification, 18-year-olds will 
be put in the holding group un- 
til their lottery numbers are 
drawn during the year they 
reach 19. If they have high 
numbers and are safe from the 
draft, they'll remain 1H and 
save bother for both them and 
their draft boards. 


The 1Y classification is to be 


eliminated because it raised 
many objections by lumping 
various draft-exempt men such 
as homosexuals, criminals and 
borderline physical cases into 
one category.

Tidal Wave 
Toll 10,000 
Families

NEW DELHI (AP) - The 


tidal wave and cyclonic storm 
that, struck the Bengal coast 
last 
weekend devastated an 


area 
of 1,000 square miles 


where nearly five million per- 
sons lived. 


The United News of India, in 


a dispatch from one of the 
hardest hit districts in eastern 
Orissa State, reported that 10,- 
000 families were feared to 
have perished in the coastal re- 
gions and that two million per- 
sons were missing. 


The official death toll was 3,- 


391, most of them East Pakis- 
tani refugees who had been 
moved to the offshore island of 
Jambu, about 200 miles south- 
west of Calcutta. 


However, 
this 
figure 
was 


based on sketchy preliminary 
reports from the few villages 
and islands that had managed 
to make some contact—often by 
runners—with the state govern- 
ment in Bhubaneswar. 


Press reports said that bodies 


were floating in the flood-swol- 
len rivers in many rural areas. 


Orissa Revenue Minister Pra- 


tap Chandra Mohanty said the 
entire districts of Cuttack and 
Balasore, with a combined pop- 
ulation of about 4.6 million, had 
been devastated by the cyclone 
and the floods that the 15-foot 
tidal wave touched off. 


The storm did most of its 


damage, according to initial re- 
ports, in the low coastal areas 
known as the Orissa rice bowl. 
The entire crop, that was due 
to be harvested shortly, was de- 
stroyed. 


Officials said the salt water 


flooding the area was also ruin- 
ing the farm land for years to 
come. 


The storm also killed an esti- 


mated 5,000 head of cattle and 
destroyed 
much of the 
new 


Paradip port, used by inter- 
national shipping lines which 
want to avoid the congestion at 
Calcutta, 200 miles to the north- 
east.

Dear Judy—I'm relatively 


new to the art of needle- 
work and would like a little 
advice on how to measure 
my work while it's still in 
progress. The hit-and-miss 
method has worked so far, 
but my ventures are getting 
more complicated and I want 


be sure that they'll fit. 


an you help? Thanks very

Dear S. A.—I wouldn't ad- 


vise you to continue with the 
hit-and-miss method. Things 
aren't always as they seem, 
to paraphrase the old cliche. 
Measuring is__important if 
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Cold weather salute. Greet the next season in 
snappy style. Crochet this smart beret and matching 
mittens set. Worked in skipper blue and turquoise, 
four-ply knitting worsted, this pair is a perfect warm 


welcome to winter. 


you want to be sure of a 
perfect fit. 


To measure 
your work 


while it's in progress, lay it 
down on a flat s u r f a c e 
with the needle at your left. 
Using a n o n s h r i n k , non- 
stretch tape measure, place 
the end of the tape just under 
the point indicated in the in- 
structions. Don't stretch your 
knitting. Simply smooth your 
work out as it naturally 
would lie. Now don't cheat 
yourself by trying to make 
your work measure more 
than it really does. You'll 
only have to rip it out and 
start all over. Never hold 
work up to measure it. An 


article such as a coat or 
skirt may stretch from the 
weight of the material, so 
discontinue working at about 
two to three inches of re- 
quired length. 


Let your work hang for a 


few days to allow the knit- 
ting to stretch in length 
naturally. Now, again, meas- 
ure your work on a flat 
surface to be sure you've got 
the correct measurement. It 
may take a little longer, but 
when you're finished, all 
your efforts won't be wasted 
in the closet. Happy knitting.

"I've been filling in time put- 


ting together a one-man show 
based on the works of H. L. 
Mencken," Wayne said during 
his New York stopover. "We've 
finished 
15 episodes 
in 
our 


series and we ought to know 
any day now if we go back for 
more shows or if it's all over."

rushing, total offense and scor- 
ing. 


Ask any coach whose team 


has played the Sooners and you 
get the same answer. Coach 
Eddie Crowder, whose Colorado 
team was clobbered by Okla- 
homa 45-17 three weeks ago, 
summed up the feeling pretty 
well by saying: 


"What's really making that 


attack go is the driver ... Mr. 
Mildren. He is doing a superb 
job with the option game." 


Yet Mildren, a husky, quiet 


senior 
quarterback, 
likely is 


college football's most unappre- 
ciated 
player.... 
unappre- 


ciated by virtually everyone ex- 
cept Fairbanks and his team- 
mates. 


Mildren performs with the 


craft of a magician Saturday 
after Saturday, baffling the op- 
tion with his deadly pitchouts. 
his magnificent running and his 
clutch passing. But the head- 
lines to to Greg Pruitt and Joe 
Wylie and Roy Bell. 


People say this drawling Tex- 


an, who flabbergasted every 
foe with his dazzling aerieals as 
a high school senior at Abilene, 
can't 
pass. 
Nobody 
really 


knows for certain. The Sooners, 
Fairbanks says, are primarily 


a running team. 


Mildren completed 19 of 36 


passes for 538 yards and three 
touchdowns 
through 
Okla- 


homa's first seven games. 


"I'm not as bad a passer as 


most people say 1 am," asserts 
Mildren, who threw for 2,076 
yards and 20 touchdownss a 
high school senior and ran for 
787 yards and 24 more touch- 
downs, ".'d like to pass more, 
but why should we pass?" 


He has a point there. The 


Sooners rushed for 3,424 yards 
in recording seven victories 
and no defeats. Mildren himself 
chipped in with 1272 of those 
yards. 


Fairbanks is completely sold 


on Mildren. 


"Jack 
should certainly be 


considered 
for 
All-American 


and the Heisman Trophy," says 
Fairbanks. "He's the guy who's 
making everything work for us. 


"Jack is not going to have 


the individual statistics 
that 


will compare with some of the 
other quarterbacks. Our offense 
is different. But decisions must 
be made 
after 
the 
ball is 


snapped and Jack is able to 
make those decisions and exe- 
cute under pressure. 


"Our offense requires some- 


body with complete composure 
to operate it. In my opinion, 
Jack Mildren is the greatest 
quarterback in the country.

Commissioner Pete Rozelle of 


the NFL did not appear, writ- 
ing in a letter: 


"This office 
... has never 


been involved in either the pur- 
chase or promotion of artificial 
turf and is therefore not in a 
position to offer expert testi- 
mony ...." 


Garrick studied high school 


players in the Seattle area last 
fall and said he found the in- 
jury rate on synthetic fields 
was 50 per cent higher than on 
various grass fields. 


He suggested further studies, 


concentrated on traction and in- 
juries. 


Garrick said, "It is suggested 


that with better traction on dry 
synthetic turf, players are able 
to strike each other with in- 
creased force."

went to All's room at a Houston 
hotel last July to get something 
at his request. 


She was treated at a Houston 


hospital for a three-inch cut 
over her eye. 


She claimed Cameron was 


acting as Ali's employe and she 
sued the two men for $400,000. 
They did not answer her suit 
and she was awarded a $100,000 
default judgment in early Octo- 
ber. 


In the Monday ruling, Blan- 


ton granted a request to set 
aside the Jtdghiwlt agtfhstfjldl 
and ordered a new trial for him 
early next year. He ruled Miss 
Delodge's petition did not es- 
tablish that Cameron was act- 
ing as an employe of Ali at the 
time of the incident. 


In sustaining the judgment 


against Cameron, Blanton re- 
jected 
Cameron's claim 
he 


could prove Miss Delodge was 
intoxicated and creating a pub- 
lic nuisance and that he did 
nothing to contribute to her in- 
juries.

He just didn't ask me any ques- 
tions about mileage. All 1 did was 
to keep quiet." 


Nevertheless, the court ordered 


the dealer to pay damages. Fven 
if he did not make any false 
statements, said the court, his 
deceptive actions spoke louder 
than words. 


Any serious misrepresentation 


by a used car dealer, whether by 
word or by deed, will usually give 
the customer the right'either to 
collect damages or to rescind 
the deal. Hut the rule works both 
ways. Take this case: 


A car owner noticed after a 


collision that his motor block 
had a crack in it. Carefully he 
concealed the crack with a seal- 


material, then sold the car 


to 
an 
unsuspecting 
used 
car 


dealer. 


This time it was the dealer 


who brought suit for fraud. And 
even though the car owner ar- 
gued that he had "told no lies," 
the court ruled that he had in- 
deed perpetrated a fraud on the 
dealer. A private party has no 
more right to cheat a dealer, said 
the court, than the other way 
around. 


If 
you have been deceived, 


your chances of getting redress 
in court are greater if you act 
promptly. 


One 
man 
discovered, soon 


after buying a used car, that the 
motor was faulty. Although the 
motor was covered by a war- 
ranty, the man procrastinated for 
almost a year before trying to 
rescind the sale. 


When he finally did try, a 


court ruled that he had waited 
too long. The judge said even a 
valid claim can be lost if the 
person "sleeps on his rights."

A good ex- 
ample is the astronauts. At 
this writing nine American 
astronauts have died out of 
a population of about 50 as- 
tronauts. That is a very high 
death rate in people who are 
in outstanding health Three 
deaths have been from the 
space program in the Apollo 
tire, but six have been from 
automobile and aircraft ac- 
cidents These people as a 
group are very active and 
engage in activities that im- 
pose a high risk. To date, 
looking at the group, their 
life expectancy is better in 
space flight than on earth 
You could say similar things 
about bullfighters and race 
car drivers 


There are a large number 


of athletes who live long and 
healthy lives 
I was inter- 


ested in one ot the Harvard 
lowing crews where all the 
men were still alive years 
later and pushing 80 years 
of age 
still able to row. too 


In 
general, 
the 
long-lived 


athlete is one who engages 
in 
endurance sports 
like 


running or skiing. 


Often it is said that ath- 


letes die young Horn heait 
disease 
It is true 
that a 


[lumber do- hut the catch is 
the\ do not continue to La- 
athletes 
This stems to be 


more active lean men. Hav- 
ing been an athlete 10 or 20 
years earlier doesn't help. If 
the individual was a real 
Saturday afternoon hero his 
death will cause headlines. 


Football also places em- 


phasis on body weight and it 
is possible that the increased 
weight, particularly if a good 
portion of it is fat, may not 
be a plus factor for health. 


You may hear comments 


about "athletic heart." Good 
physical conditioning d o e s 
slow the heart and increase 
its capacity to receive and 
pump blood. This makes its 
external size larger because 
its volume capacity is great- 
er. This is a sign of health, 
not disease. Because certain 
h e a r t diseases cause the 
heart to enlarge there is a 
common misconception that 
all "enlarged 
hearts" are 


evidence of disease. Nothing 
could be further from the 
truth.

A House-passed bill calls for 


$925 million and 
40 million

funds appropriated over a 10- 
year period and $500 million in 
royalties from mineral produc- 
tion on Alaska public lands. 


The Senate bill calls for $500 


million in federal funds over 12 
years, $500 million in royalties 
and a vote by the natives on 
alternate offers of either title to 
40 million acres or ownership of 
30 million acres and the right 
to use an additional 20 million 
acres.
